ORDER VACATING THE "AMENDED ORDER OF
RESENTENCING [AND] REVOCATION OF PROBATION"

Defendant-Appellant Thadd Rae Camara (Camara) appeals

from the "Amended Order of Resentencing [and] Revocation of

Probation”" (the order) entered by the Circuit Court of the Second
Circuit (the circuit court) on August 15, 2002. We vacate and
remand.

On April 3, 1997, a Judgment was entered by the circuit
court in Cr. No. 96-0230(2), convicting Camara of Promoting a
Dangerous Drug in the Third Degree and sentencing him to serve a
five-year term of probation. On October 31, 2001, in Cr.
No. 99-0405(1), a Judgment was entered by the circuit court,
convicting Camara of, and sentencing him for, Welfare Fraud and
the Class B felony offense of Theft in the First Degree. As a
result of Camara's felony conviction, the circuit court revoked
Camara's probation in Cr. No. 96-0230(2), in accordance with
Hawaii Revised Statutes § 706-625(3) (Supp. 1996), which

provides, in relevant part: "The court shall revoke probation if
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
